LOS NIETOS AND VICINITY. 


The tourist, traveler or searcher 
after a perm anent location, coming to 
Los Angeles, should not fail to visit 
Los Nietos settlem ent, lying twelve 
m iles southeast of this city. The trip 
will do more to dispel the prevailing 
notion abroad that there is no large 
body of rich soil lying together in Los 
Angeles county than columns of new s­ 
paper assertions in the affirmative. 
The run down to the depot, which is 
located in the tew n of Los N ietos— 
the geographical center of the settle­ 
m ent—is made in thirty m inutes. The 
first part of the road is lined on either 
side with orange groves, orchards, 
vineyards, gardens and small farms, 
w ith a plentiful dotting of neatcottage 
homes and country residences embow­ 
ered in shady trees and partially cov­ 
ered with clim bing vines; the whole 
presenting a picture pleasing to the 
eye and giving assurance of present 
comfort and future prosperity as grati­ 
fying to the resident as encouraging 
to the new comer. Passing beyond 
the cultivated area, the locomotive 
speeds across a space of several miles 
of rich soil owned by Mrs. Stearns, a 
w ealthy lady of this city, which she 
has not yet decided to dispose of, but 
as she can now do so w ith profit to 
herself and advantage to the county, 
it is likely th at in a little while we 
shall see the broad tract subdivided 
into small farms and the whole in a 
high state of cultivation. Passing the 
Stearns tract, houses, trees and fields 
again enliven the scene, and in a few 
m inutes the train 
shoots into the 
depot at Los Nietos. The town is new, 
but already quite a num ber of houses 
are completed and m any others are in 
course of construction. One m ile to 
the eastward, or in the direction of the 
Sierras, is the village of G allatin, 
while just the same distance t iw ard 
the ocean is located Los Nietos Colle­ 
giate Institute—a flourishing educa­ 
tional establishment, under the con­ 
trol of the M ethodist Church South. 
Los Nietos valley, or settlem ent, 
more properly, for the same rich, level 
soil lies for m any miles around it, may 
be said to extend from Temple's ranch, 
twelve miles cast of Los Angeles, 
about thirteen m iles west, or toward 
the ocean. The distance from east to 
west is a little over six miles. The 
San Gabriel river, running out of the 
Sierras, passes nearly through the 
central portion 
of the settlem ent, 
reaching the ocean a short distance 
southeast of W ilm ington, furnishing 
water for the thorough irrigation of 
more than double the area described. 
South of the settlem ent boundary, 
as we have located it, and extending 
almost to the ocean beach, lies a body 
of land twelve miles in width, equally 
good with that of Los Nietos. 
Tiiis is 
the Los Cerritas grant, owned by 
Flint, Bixby «fe Co., who are disposing 
of it in small farms at reasonable rates 
and on very accom m odating term s. 
I/is Coyotas 
grant is 
southeast 
toward Anaheim . It is also subdi­ 
vided into small farms, m any of which 
are cultivated, producing large crops 
of everything that grows in a semi- 
tropical climate. This is the locality 
of many artesian wells, all throw ing 
above the 
surface of the ground 
strong, never dim inishing stream s of 
pure, cold water. None of these wells 
are over one hundred and sixty feet 
deep, while several of them are less 
th an half th at depth. 
To the westward the same body and 
quality of land stretches beyond the 
city of Los Angeles, a distance of 
twenty-five miles—alm ost all of it in 
a high state of cultivation. Every 
acre of this broad area is, to use an old 
expression, as good land as ever a crow 
flew over. 
The yield per acre in the Los Nietos 
settlem ent is so enormous th at a m an 
m ust see the soil and its crops to be­ 
lieve the figures we shall give. 
One 
hundred and twenty-five bushels of 
corn per acre is not an unusual yield, 
and the average crop of this cereal is 
eighty bushels per acre. This bounti­ 
ful return is for the mere labor of 
planting and irrigation. 
No plowing 
and hoeing is required. Irrigation is 
neither laborious nor expensive, the 
country being level, w ith an abund­ 
ance of water filling the surface ditches 
th a t run everywhere. To illustrate 
the lasting quality of the soil, we m ay 
m ention that a piece of ground on the 
farm of ex-Governor Pico has been 
planted in corn every year during the 
last century, and the yield this year 
bids fair to be as large as that of 1774. 
W heat is not extensively sown in the 
Los Njotos country, for the reason th at 
it grows too rank, with a tendency to 
rust. 
Barley, rye 
and 
oats yield 
largely. 
Oats 
stand 
seven 
feet 
high 
and 
head finely. 
The av­ 
erage yield of barley is estim ated 
at seventy - five bushels per acre. 
Irish 
potatoes 
grow 
in 
abund­ 
ance, of excellent quality, and keep 
well. W hat may be expected of sweet 
potatoes is gleaned from the experi­ 
ence of a m inister whose faith in the 
doctrine th at the Lord provides for the 
lame and the lazy was unbounded. In 
the Spring, he planted a few hills of 
sweet jwtatoes, but clerical duties or a 
disposition to 
let nature take her 
course while he took to the shade, pre­ 
vented further attention to the veget­ 
able garden until Fall, when one day 
at the suggestion of the m inisterial 
helpmute, the parson, after a good deal 
of prospecting and long w restling with 
tall weeds, found the spot where in 
springtim e he had planted the seed. 


He drew up a vine and potatoes fol­ 
lowed. 
He dug out the hill and filled 
a two and a half gallon dish-pan with 
tine large sweet potatoes. 
And this 
was the average yield of all the hills 
he had planted, or at least all he ever 
took the trouble to seek out. All 
qualities and kinds of vegetables grow 
with little more labor than the plant­ 
ing. A beet has been grown that 
weighed 205 pounds; u 200 pound 
pumpkin is not extraordinary; a 25 
pound head of cabbage is common. 
Seventy tons of beets per acre is not 
considered a large yield. 
Almost every kind of fruit is grown 
here. 
A t 
Tem ple's farm on 
the 
north the finest quality of oranges are 
raised; at Bixby’s on the south, near 
the ocean, m ay be seen thrifiy bearing 
orange trees; also at Foster’s on the 
west and at Mrs. Carpenter’s on the 
east. These are the older trees, while 
all through the settlem ent bounded by 
the points named, are planted groves 
of young orange trees, everywhere 
growing finely. 
W hat is said of the 
orange is also true of limes, lemons, 
and sem i-tropical fruits of every de­ 
scription. Peaches, apples, apricots 
and pears are alike indigenous to the 
locality. On the place of Frank E. 
Adams may be seen a peach tree six 
feet high and in blossom, which ten 
m onths ago crept above the ground. 
The farmers of Los Nietos claim that 
they produce a better quality of apple 
than any other section of Southern 
California. Small fruit, blackberries, 
raspberries, straw berries and the like, 
of fine flavor, are produced in abund­ 
ance. 
Excellent w ater for domestic pur­ 
poses is obtained at the depth of a few 
feet throughout the entire area de­ 
scribed. The clim ate needs no recom­ 
mendation to a resident of the valley. 
It is never cold; the mean tem pera­ 
ture during the sum m er m onths will 
not exceed seventy degrees. The cool 
sea breeze is constant and unvarying. 
The country is rapidly filling up with 
a substantial and respectable class of 
people, and comfortable homes are 
m ultiplying steadily. 
After reading these favorable reports, 
the question likely to be asked by 
the new comer or the person at a dis­ 
tance is: Can this land be purchased, 
and if so, at w hat price? We answer, 
a great deal of it is purchasable at, all 
things considered, very reasonable 
figures. All the grants named, except 
that of Mr. Stearns, has been sub­ 
divided into small farm s and the land 
not already in the hands of settlers is 
for sale at prices th at may range at, 
say, from $5 to $30 per acre. 
Very 
little, and th at of the poorest quality, 
is to be had at the m inim um figure. 
In the central and most heavily popu­ 
lated part of Los Nietos settlem ent, 
the soil is cut into garden and orchard 
plats ranging in size from one to 
tw enty acres. 
W e repeat in closing that those com­ 
ing to Los Angeles county in search 
of homes will find it to their advan­ 
tage to visit Los Nietos settlem ent and 
see 
and exam ine for themselves. 
There are other equally rich localities 
in Los Angeles valley offering like 
advantages to the farm er, to each of 
which it is our purpose to devote an 
extended notice hereafter. 


Latest Telegrams. 


Christening a Town. 


A jovial party of 
excursionists, 
about seventy in number, left the 
depot yesterday m orning for a trip to 
the term inus of the railroad, near San 
Fernando Mission. A pleasant ride of 
two hours brought th e party to their 
place of destination. 
After a few’ m o­ 
m ents of rest and observation, a m eet­ 
ing was called to order, and Dr. H ow ­ 
ard was appointed chairm an. In a 
few appropriate rem arks he introduced 
Col. I*, h. W alsh of ,Kan Francisco, 
who delivered an address expressive 
of the hope that success would crown 
the contem plated effort of the Senator 
in building up a town on the site be­ 
fore them. 
He referred to the rise of 
towns in general, along the sea coasts 
for commerce, am ong the fields for 
agriculture, by the streams and rivers 
for manufacture. 
Considering the po­ 
sition of San Fernando, he saw no 
reason why a thrifty town should not 
flourish there. Much of the soil seem­ 
ed susceptible of cultivation. 
The 
treasure in the hills beyond, and the 
commerce certain to center in Los 
Angeles wcuhl find an avenue through 
¡San Fernando to points beyond. The 
sky was bright above it and the air 
genial around it, and he knew of in ­ 
stances where towns sprung up and 
flourished under less auspicious pros­ 
pects. H e suggested that in m arking 
out the lines of the future town, th at 
portions would be reserved for the 
temples of religion and of justice, for 
schools and a public square; and con­ 
cluded by stating th at having no idea 
he would be called on to speak, having 
no connection with the enterprise but 
to wish it prosperity, that he invoked 
on it all the blessings of success. D ur­ 
ing his rem arks Col. W alsh introduced 
some humorous 
illustrations, etc., 
which added to the good nature of the 
event. 
Mr. H ew itt was called on and made 
a brief address. ¡Senator McCIay fol­ 
lowed, and informed the assembly 
that the work of surveying would 
commence im mediately and that in 
due time full details would be given 
in reference to this project. 
Dr. Griffin being called on to express 
an opinion in relation to the name by 
which the future town should 
be 
known, coincided w ith the prevailing 
opinion th a t San Fernando would au- 
swer. It was spoken of to call it Pico, 
but as it was easy to corrupt that 
word into Pike, O ; and as he thought, 
w ith 
Colonel W alsh, th at calling 
places after living celebiities was not 
a good rule, and as old St. Fernando 
had passed in his checks some years 
since, he thought it a good idea to 
nam e it after him , or at least perm it 
it to retain the nam e by which it was 
now known. 
Upon a vote being 
taken, San Fernando was unanim ously 
adopted. 
The site of the town comprises the 
tract of 52,000 acres, a part of the old 
Mission farm lately purchased by 
Senator Maclay. It is laid off in tracts 
varying in size from one to sixty 
acres. 
Senator M aclay will place 
the lots of the new town on the 
m arket in July next, and an auction, 
sale will be held in Los Angeles on 
the 4th of that month. 
A t 1 o’clock in the afternoon the ex­ 
cursionists returned to the city, well 
pleased w ith the offices of god-father 
which they had performed for 8an 
Fernando. 
Later in the day another 
trip was made to típadra, m aking a 
fitting supplem ent to the good tim e 
already had, and on returning at 5 
p. M., all were satisfied th at they had 
most thoroughly done the day.

Comments on Poultry Diet. 


The Poultry World contains the fol­ 
lowing : 
Cayenne pepper, mustard or ginger 
can with great benefit be added to the 
food of fowls to increase their vigor 
and to stimulate egg production. This 
apparently artificial diet w ill seem to 
be natural if we remember that wild 
birds of the gallimaceous species get 
access to very many high-spiced ber­ 
ries and buds; articles that give the 
“game flavor” to their flesh. The or­ 
dinary food of the domestic fowl is not, 
indeed, without some addition, since 
there is more or less of an aromatic 
principle in wheat, Indian corn and 
all other grains. 
Nevertheless, it is 
not sufficient in quantity to supply the 
place of the stronger spices, a taste for 
which is part of the fowl’s inherited 
constitution. A moderate quantity of 
cayenne, etc., adcided to the ground 
grain is always productive of health 
and thrift In poultry. 


Is it proper to speak of a poultry 
show as a “hen opera,” considering 
that the hens attempt nothing but the 
simplest lays?

F rom th e W orld an d U nion. 
From a gentleman who has just re­ 
turned from a trip through the county, 
we learn that the crops are looking su­ 
perbly. 
The leading anxiety in San Diego to­ 
day is to know what gentlemen are 
willing to serve as trustees for the en­ 
suing term. 
The first load of barley-hay which has 
reached San Diego this year from the 
Mission was brought in yesterday 
from Stone’s place. 
“ Ho for the mines !” is all the cry 
in San Diego now-a-days. 
Visitors 
are pouring in on the steamers with 
Julian, Japa and Bladen on the brain. 
Mr. Hawver informs us that on the 
10th instant eight inches of snow fell 
at Julian. This was about the time of 
the commencement of the last rainfall 
here. 
The outlook at the Julian mines is 
regarded better than ever. 
Every­ 
thing will go forward with a “ rush ” 
when the case is finally settled by 
Secretary Delano. 
The Spring d ip of wool is coming in 
quite briskly. The merchants inform 
us that it is the cleanest and best they 
have ever seen in the county. 
A party are on the way from San 
Francisco to examine the La Trinidad 
mine, near San Rafael, Lower Cali­ 
fornia, with a view of purchasing. 
The crops in the Cajon are looking 
finely. There will be a splendid har­ 
vest out there. The farmers are nat­ 
urally happy. 
Grain is growing very 
rapidly. 
Mr. W. F. Foster, of San Dieguito, 
was in town yesterday. He says the 
crops are looking splendidly out there, 
and th at the barley is already heading 
out. 
Dow Schultes, one of the ownflrsof 
the Quachate mine, brought to Mari­ 
copa Wells, this week, about 6,000 
pounds of very rich ore for shipment 
to San Francisco. The CJuachate is 
the recent discovery made in Morgan 
Mountain. 
Thomas Gardner brought in about a 
ton of very rich ore from the Trench 
mine this week, which the owners in­ 
tend to send to the Colorado Smelting 
works for reduction. The Trench lode 
is increasing in width as they go down 
on it. 
Mr. Treat got in from the mountains 
yesterday, and reports eleven inches 
of snow on the Cuyamacas since the 
10th instant. 
He found the Paguay 
road rather hazardous, but managed 
to dig his wagon out with pick and 
shovel. 
J. J. Muller and Samuel Hughs re­ 
turned this week from Sierrita mines, 
south of Tucson. Mr. Muller is a sci­ 
entific and practical miner, and says 
that he was surprised to find such 
quantities of rich ore. He predicts a 
great future lor these mines and with 
proper management believes that they 
can now be made pay handsomely and 
give employment to hundreds of our 
miners. 
G. It. Dodson brought some very 
rich silver ore to town, on Monday, 
from a new discovery made in the Sil­ 
ver Mountain Mining District, about 
fifty miles west of Tucson, He says 
there is about four feet of nearly pure 
metal in the lode, and good judges are 
of the opinion that it will pay several 
hundred dollars to the ton. It is the 
intention of the owners to ship several 
tons of the ore to Ban Francisco, as 
soon as they cau get it out. 
B. P. Campbellgot In from Japa yes­ 
terday. He says work is not as brisk 
at that cnmp as during the Fall and 
early W inter. 
Ben Glidden, an old 
placer miner from the upper part of 
this Btate, had commenced running a 
tunnel a day or two before Mr. C. left, 
but had not advanced far enough to 
form an opinion as to what the result 
would be. Miners are still going to 
the camp, Mr. Campbell having met 
about twenty bound for that section. 
We noticed last week the rich dis­ 
covery made in Morgan Mountain by 
Pat Morgan and others. It is said to 
be near a monster lode of galena ore 
that contains a large per cent, of sil­ 
ver, and it is thought by some to be 
part of the same vein. The walls of 
these lodes are said to be regular and 
give evidence of being true fissure veins 
of great value. 
We should not be sur­ 
prised if this ore belt in Morgan Moun­ 
tain proved equal to the few great sil­ 
ver mines in fcjouth America and 
M e x ic o .________ ______ 


The Union says for several months 
tiie large flock of prairie chickens 
which A. W. Bisson imported to the 
State and let loose upon his ranch near 
Rocklin, about a year and a half ago, 
have not been heard from, but a day 
or two ago we learned that a number 
of them had been seen in the upper 
part of fhe county and appeared to be 
quite at home. Last Fall they were 
seen in various parts of the county, 
several of them having broods of young 
ones—one of them having seventeen. 
I t is evident that if they are not mo­ 
lested for a year or two longer, sports* 
men will fiud them quite numerous.

F rom th e D elta a n d Tim es. 
The Grangers of Mussel Slough will, 
we understand, get up an old-fash­ 
ioned Fourth of July celebration over 
in their burg this year. 
A man by the name of W m. Hector 
was injured, on Friday last, by being 
thrown from a horse and having the 
horse fall on him. 
Both legs were 
broken—one just below the knee, the 
other above the ankle. 
A petition for an election under the 
local option law, is being circulated 
through the western part of the town­ 
ship, which is believed to have a large 
majority in its favor. 
On Tuesday morning last the com­ 
munity was aroused at about the hour 
of three o’clock with the cry of “ fire!” 
The store of Air. Yount, at the corner 
of Court and Acequia streets, was 
found to be in flames. Eureka Engine 
Company was promptly on hand and 
the fire extinguished before the flames 
had communicated w ith more than 
one-fourth of the roof. 
We understand that Leland Stanford 
has informed a committee of our citi­ 
zens that lie will, during the present 
week, submit to their consideration 
definite proposals respecting the terms 
on which he will operate a branch road 
to Visalia. 
A local option petition is being cir­ 
culated in Porterville and vicinity, 
which is obtaining many signers. \Ve 
are informed that they have two new 
parties started known as “ psalm- 
singers” and “ saloon men.” From 
present appearances the former party 
will be victorious.

Everything promises that this will 
be one of the most prosperous seasons 
that has been in this part of the State 
for several years. There has been suf­ 
ficient rain, even to the present, to 
keep all kinds of vegetation in a good, 
growing condition. The recent rains 
will prove of great value in perfecting 
crops of all kinds. The earth is now 
so thoroughly saturated that crops will 
be good if there is no more rain this 
season. 
There is little doubt that the local 
option law will he carried in this mu­ 
nicipality; and we presume it is likely 
to be carried with still greater force in 
the other districts of the county which 
are now petitioning the Board of Su­ 
pervisors to call the elections. Drunken 
officials are contributing largely to the 
result. 


Statistics of the Globe. 


The earth is inhabited by about 
1,800,000,000 of inhabitants, viz.: Of 
the Caucasian race there are 360,000,000; 
of the Ethiopian, 190,000,000; of the 
Mongolian, 450,000,000; of the Malay 
race, 200,000,000; and of the American 
Indians, 1,000,000. 
All these respectively speak 5,044 
languages, and profess 1,000 different 
religions. 
The amount of death per annum is 
33,333,333, or 91,956 per day, 3,730 per 
hour, or sixty per minute, or one every 
second. 
The average duration of life through­ 
out the globe is 33 years. One-fourth 
of the population dies before the sev­ 
enth year, and one-half before the sev­ 
enteenth. Out of 10,000 persons, only 
one reaches his hundredth year; only 
one in 500 his eightieth; and one in a 
hundred liis sixty-fifth. 
Married men live longer than un­ 
married ones, and a tall one is likely 
to live longer than a short one. Uutil 
the fiftieth year women have a better 
chance of life than men; but beyond 
that period their chances are equal. 
Sixty-five persons out of 1,000 marry. 
The months of June and December are 
those in which marriages are most fre­ 
quent. 
Children born in Spring are generally 
stronger than those born in other sea­ 
sons. 
Births and deaths chiefly occur in 
the night. 
The number of men able to bear 
arms is about one-eighth of the popu­ 
lation.
